JAPAN. 

Report from Kobe — Inspection of vessels. 

Temporary Acting Assistant Surgeon Smith reports, November 4 
and 11: 

Week ended October 31. Supplemental bills of health granted to 
2 steamships. There were inspected 107 members of crews. Manifests 
were visaed for 27,983 pieces of freight, amounting to 2,027 tons. No 
emigrants were examined. 

Week ended November 7. Supplemental bills of health and 1 origi- 
nal bill of health were granted. 

There were inspected 44 members of crews and 348 steerage pas- 
sengers; 37 members of crew and 47 steerage passengers were bathed 
and disinfected. Their effects were disinfected by steam. The num- 
ber of pieces of baggage steamed was 202 and bedding 94. Manifests 
were viseed for 71,259 pieces of freight, amounting to 4,975 tons. 

Emigrants were examined as follows: 

Steamship Mongolia, for Honolulu, passed 23', recommended for 
rejection 6; steamship Mongolia, for San Francisco, passed 1, recom- 
mended for rejection 0; steamship Tango Maru, for Seattle, passed 18, 
recommended for rejection 2. The emigrants passed, together with 5 
intending passengers to Victoria by the steamship Tango Maru, were 
inspected, bathed, and disinfected and their effects disinfected before 
embarkation. 

MEXICO.

Week ended November 25. Bills of health were issued to 3 steam- 
ships after inspection. 

There were no cases of quarantinable disease reported during the 
week.
